Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Aldridge 
Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1945. 

1 have  been  instructed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  compile 
this  Report  on  lines  similar  to  the  Annual  Report  for  1944. 

Area. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  9,284  acres. 

Population. 

The  Registrar-GeneraTs  estimate  of  resident  population  is 
24,830. 

Inhabited  Houses. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  rate  books  at 
the  end  of  1945  was  7,150. 

Rateable  Value. 

The  Rateable  Value  was  £119,252  at  31/12/45,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a Id.  Rate  was  £468. 

Social  Conditions. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  : brickmaking, 
mining  and  agriculture,  the  district  also  being  largely  residential. 

Vital  Statistics.

Of  these  548  births,  405  were  registered  locally,  the  remaining 
143  were  transferred  into  the  district  from  outside  areas.  Approx- 
imately 74%  of  the  births  were  therefore  registered  locally"  In 
recent  years  this  figure  has  been  in  the  neighbourhood  of  80.0%. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  ol  the  estimated  population  is 

21 .66.  The  Live  Birth  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wale* 
was  16.1. 

Illegitimate  Biitli  Rate,  this  rate  as  calculated  above  is  0 .96. 
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Still  Birth  Rate.  12  Still  Births  (males  6,  females  6)  wen- 
registered  and  the  rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  is  2 1 .42, 
or  0.48  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  for  tin 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  0-46. 

Death  Rate.  There  were  227  deaths  (males  111,  females  110) 
and  the  Crude  Death  Rate  is  9.14  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
The  A.C.F.  (Areal  Comparability  Factor)  is  under  present  circum- 
stances to  be  discontinued  on  account  of  the  uneven  incidence  of 
civilian  war  deaths  and  the  variety  and  magnitude  of  local  popu- 
lation movements.  The  Death  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  was  11.4  and  for  148  smaller  towns  (resident  populations  of 
25,000  to  50,000  at  1931  census)  it  was  12.3. 

N.B. — It  will  be  noted  that  the  Live  Birth  Rate  is  higher 
than  that  for  all  England  and  Wales  ; also  that  the  Crude  Death 
Rate  is  lower  than  that  for  all  England  and  Wales. 

Seventy-seven  deaths  were  transferred  into  the  District  and 
30  were  transferred  out. 

For  the  year  1944  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was  22 .77  and  the  Still 
Birth  Rate  was  0.52. 

Infantile  Death  Rate.  (Under  one  year  of  age.)  All 
infants  per  1,000  live  births:  49.08. 

Death  Rate.  Legitimate  infants  per  1,000  live  births  : 47.44. 
One  of  the  24  illegitimate  infants  died  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  infantile  death  rate  (all  infants)  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  46. 

The  infantile  death  rate  (all  infants)  for  the  District  was 
37.43  for  1944. 

No  death  resulted  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  2 from  other 
maternal  causes. 

Cancer,  etc.  37  deaths  resulted  from  Cancer.  One  death  from 
Measles,  no  death  from  Whooping  Cough  and  no  infant  under  2 
years  of  age  died  from  Diarrhoea. 

No  death  was  due  to  Diphtheria,  6 from  Influenza,  and  10 
resulted  from  Pneumonia. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  The  County  Bacteriological  Laboratory 
(Stafford)  supplies  excellent  facilities  lor  the  examination  of  swabs, 
specimens  of  sputa,  blood,  etc. 

During  the  year  15  reports  on  swabs  from  throats,  ears  and 
noses,  etc.,  were  received,  all  of  which  proved  negative.  11 
specimens  of  sputa  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  3 
other  specimens  of  blood,  faeces,  etc.,  were  also  examined  and 
reported  upon. 
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Ambulance.  An  efficient  ambulance  service  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Council  throughout  the  year,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Surveyor. 

Home  Nursing.  No  occasion  arose  for  engaging  a N urse  for  the 
home  nursing  of  an  infectious  case. 

Clinics.  A Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  for  diagnostic — consulta- 
tive and  curative  purposes  at  the  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall  (for 
both  males  and  females)  is  available  for  such  cases. 

Hospitals.  (Infectious  and  Otherwise). 

No  difficulty  has  arisen  in  obtaining  isolation  of  Infectious 
cases  in  the  Wissage  Isolation  Hospital,  Lichfield.  The  Council 
is  a Constituent  Authority  of  the  Mid. -Staffs.  Joint  Hospital  Board 
and  transport  is  now  provided  by  the  Board  for  the  removal  of 
infectious  cases. 

The  Aldridge  Urban  District  Authority  continues  to  be  a 
member  of  the  South  Staffs.  Joint  Small-Pox  Hospital  Board. 

Other  Hospitals  chiefly  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  area 
are  : The  General  Hospital  (voluntary),  Walsall  ; the  Birmingham 
and  Wolverhampton  Voluntary  Hospitals,  and  to  a lesser  degree, 
the  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall. 

The  Hallam  Hospital,  West  Bromwich  ; the  Cannock  and 
Lichfield  Hospitals  are  also  used  for  Public  Assistance  and 
Maternity  cases. 


Mother  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Mother  and  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are 
conducted  by  Medical  Officers  under  the  County  Authority. 

Water. 

The  South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  Co.  supplies  the  water 
for  the  area.  The  quality  and  quantity  have  been  satisfactory 
and  it  has  no  Plumbo-Solvent  action.  The  supply  is  constant, 
and  direct  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  C ompany’s 
mains,  except  for  a few  isolated  farms  and  cottages  which  are 
supplied  from  wells.  Several  of  these  isolated  cases,  supplied 
from  wells,  are  under  consideration  by  the  Council  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Ac  t , DLL 

Public  Cleansing. 

This  service  has  continued  to  be  economically  and  efficiently 
conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
is  functioning  satisfactorily. 

Schools. 

It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  close  any  School  on  account 
of  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

The  Schools  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Education 
Authority.

Hie  County  Sampling  Officer  has  taken  repeated  samples  of 
milk  and  foods  and  these  are  examined  and  reported  upon  by  the 
County  Bacteriologist  and  Analyst.  (See  Sanitary  Inspector's 
Report.)

Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  alternative  modified  Scheme  at  Wissage,  proposed  by  the 
Mid-Staffordshire  Joint  Hospital  Board,  is  now  well  established 
and  appears  to  be  functioning  satisfactorily.  So  far,  no  case  has 
been  refused  admission. 

Sea  hies. 

The  Scabies  Clinic  operated  efficiently  throughout  the  year. 
One  session  weekly  was  conducted  at  the  Manor  House  First  Aid 
Post.  The  Clinic  was  staffed  by  members  of  the  Casualty  Services 
(Civil  Defence)  who  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Health 
Visitors — Nurse  Chapman  and  Nurse  Hill.  Dr.  Crawford,  School 
Medical  Officer,  has  also  given  considerable  time  to  the  inspection 
of  casus  and  to  him  and  the  Health  Visitors  sincere  thanks  are  due 
tor  the  great  interest  they  have  shown  in  this  work,  in  a very 
practical  way.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  County  Council  for 
making  available  the  services  of  Dr.  Crawford  and  of  these  two 
Health  Visitors.  This  Clinic  was  closed  down  in  January,  1946. 

The  Auxiliary  Nurses  received  a small  payment  for  their  work, 
there  being  a minimum  fee  of  10/-  per  session  of  four  hours. 

/ ) i pht her i a Immunisation. 

Drs.  Crawford  and  Taylor  have  immunised  the  very  large 
majority  of  the  school  children  during  the  year.  The  usual  “ two 
shot  ” method  was  employed  and  little  or  no  “ reaction  ” was 
recorded.  The  material  used  was  "Alum  Precipitate,’ 
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During  1945,  400  children  under  15  years  of  age  were  im- 
munised at  schools,  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  by  private 
practitioners. 

Of  these  400  children,  365  were  under  5 years  of  age,  the 
remainder  being  between  the  ages  of  5 and  14  inclusive. 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council,  as  the  Mother  and  Child 
Welfare  Authority,  lias  taken  over  the  immunisation  of  all  children 
under  5 years  of  age.  It  is,  however,  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Authority  to  immunise  all  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  14 
inclusive.  For  a number  of  years,  the  immunisation  of  children 
under  5 years  of  age  has  been  considered  of  primary  importance  ; 
consequently,  the  number  of  older  children  to  be  immunised  is 
comparatively  small.  Schemes  in  which  General  Practitioners 
take  part  are  in  operation  for  both  these  age  groups. 

Records  of  all  cases  immunised  have  to  be  kept  locally,  as 
statistics  must  be  forwarded  periodically  to  the  Minister  of  Health, 
including  a special  Annual  Report. 

The  calculated  percentage  of  children  under  15  years  of  age 
immunised  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  1945  is  76.09%. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  and  Anti-Scarlatinal  Serum. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  all  general  practitioners 
for  the  treatment  of  Diphtheria  occurring  in  the  district.  Anti- 
Scarlatinal  serum  is  also  supplied  for  the  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  allied  infections.

Maternity  Accommodation. 

Following  conferences  held  at  Stafford,  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  for  Districts  in  the  Southern  portion  of  the  bounty,  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  Dr.  Allan,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Willlenhall,  submitted  schemes  for  improving  the  accommodation 
for  maternity  cases. 

The  following  two  reports  were  compiled,  the  first  by  me,  and 
the  second,  jointly,  by  Dr.  Bradford,  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Brownhills  Urban  District,  Dr.  Johnson,  M.O.H.  Lichfield  Rural 
District,  and  myself, 


REPORT  OF  MATERNITY  ACCOMMODATION, 

October,  1945. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Aldridge  Urban  Distric  t is 
nearly  25,000.  There  is  no  accommodation  for  maternity  cases, 
so  that  up  to  the  present,  all  cases  seeking  such  accommodation 
have  had  to  go  outside  the  district,  for  example,  Walsall,  Bir- 
mingham, Sutton  Coldfield,  Lichfield,  Cannock  and  Wolver- 
hampton. 

For  a number  of  years  approximately  20%  of  the  births  have 
taken  place  outside  the  district,  presumably  in  Nursing  Homes 
and  Institutions  ; but  no  doubt  many  more  expectant  mothers 
would  have  sought  admission  to  homes  had  these  been  available. 

In  drawing  up  a scheme  it  is  wise  to  bear  in  mind  the  fact 
l hat  t lie  population  will  be  in  the  region  of  30,000  a few  years  hence, 
and  perhaps  even  40,000  in  ten  to  fifteen  years  from  now. 

It  is  considered  probable  that  at  least  50%  of  all  maternity 
cases  will  seek  admission  to  suitable  homes  or  institutions. 

The  present  arrangement  for  a number  of  cases  being  admitted 
to  Lichfield  and  Cannock  Institutions,  although  accepted  under 
present  circumstances,  is  far  from  ideal,  and  what  is  required  to 
meet  the  present  and  future  needs  is  adequate,  modern  maternity 
accommodation,  within  reach  of  all  parts  of  the  district. 

Any  proposed  scheme  should  not  necessarily  cater  for  one 
district  only,  but  should  rather  cater  for  an  area.  District 
boundaries  should  not  receive  consideration. 

The  following  is  a suggested  scheme  for  the  Aldridge  Urban 
District. 

A new  maternity  centre  of  21  or  22  beds,  situated  in  Aldridge 
Ward,  as  this  Ward  is  the  most  centrally  placed,  capable  of  dealing 
with  cases  from  a population  of  28,000  with  room  to  extend.  Such 
a scheme  could  include  part  of  Lichfield  Rural  District,  namely 
Stonnall,  and  Little  Aston. 

It  may  be  that  parts  of  neighbouring  districts  could  be 
included,  for  example,  Walsall  Wood,  and  Shelficld  (BrownhiUs 
Urban  District)  not  necessarily  immediately,  but  in  the  future, 
and  provision  could  be  made  for  such  a possible  eventuality.  No 
case  would  have  to  travel  beyond  five  miles. 

The  number  of  beds  for  the  scheme  is  calculated  as  follows 

Population  : 28,000. 

A Birth  Rate  of,  say,  22  per  1,000  per  annum  gives  approx- 
imately 020  births  per  annum.  50%  of  these  would  be 
accommodated — 310  births  per  annum. 

At  20  cases  per  bed  per  annum,  15 J beds  would  be  required, 
and  to  this  number  should  be  added  1/3  for  lying-in  cases, 
etc.  — 5 beds,  giving  a grand  total  of  21  approximately.

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REPORT  II. 


October,  1945. 

It  was  agreed  by  Dr.  Johnston,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  foi 
the  Lichfield  Rural  District,  Dr.  Milne,  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Aldridge  Lffiban  District,  and  Dr.  Bradford,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  Brownhills  Urban  District,  that  the  proposed 
Hammenvich  Maternity  Centre,  situated  in  that  part  of  the  Lichfield 
Rural  District  which  adjoins  the  Brownhills  Urban  District,  would 
adequately  serve  the  whole  of  the  Brownhills  Urban  Lhstrict, 
Chasetown,  Chase  Terrace,  Burntwood,  Boney  Hay,  and  near  to 
districts.  The  estimated  population  is  30,000.  This  population 
is  increasing.  It  is  very  well  served  by  good  roads  and  bus  set  vice. 
Two  ambulances  would  be  at  the  service  of  the  mothers. 

The  present  Hammenvich  Hospital  served  those  districts  foi 
surgical  and  medical  cases.  A Birmingham  Surgeon,  Physician 
and  Gynaecologist  attend  when  required  at  the  Hospital. 

There  is  ample  ground  for  beds  even  if  60%  of  the  district 
maternity  cases  should  wish  to  have  their  confinement  h!  the 
Maternity  Home.  More  ground  could  be  taken  if  necessary. 

The  present  plan  of  the  Maternity  Home  has,  I understand, 
the  approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

We  consider  that  a new  Maternity  Home  is  required  for  the 
Aldridge  Urban  District,  and  an  adjoining  part  of  the  Lichfield 
Rural  District. 

Both  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  and  the  Lichfield  Rural 
District  are  very  extensive  districts.  The  Aldridge  Lb-ban 
District,  owing  to  its  proximity  to  Walsall,  is  increasing  in 
population  very  rapidly. 

This  proposed  Maternity  Home  would,  with  the  part  of  the 
Lichfield  Rural  District,  serve  a population  of  at  least  30,000. 

Walsall  itself  is  quite  unable  to  deal  with  any  part  of  this 
district.

Nine  of 
these  cases  were  brought  to  my  notice  otherwise  than  by  formal 
notification  on  Form  “A.”

At  the  end  of  1944  the  number  on  the  Register  was  140.  The 
notification  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  was  good,  and  no 
action  was  necessary  on  account  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify. 

Sixteen  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  and 
2 deaths  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  registered,  giving 
a Death  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  0*64  and  0*08 
respectively.

Privies. 

The  number  of  privies  remaining  throughout  the  district  is 
59,  the  majority  of  these  are  in  isolated  situations,  such  as  farms 
and  farm  cottages. 

Vaccination. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  vaccinate  or  re-vaccinate  any  person 
under  the  Public  Health  (.Small-Pox  Prevention  Regulations,  1917). 


General  Remarks. 

The  health  of  the  population  during  the  year  1945  was  good, 
although  the  Vital  Statistics  were  not  so  exceptionally  good  as 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate,  although  lower  than  last  year,  was 
still  considerably  higher  than  that  for  all  England  and  Wales. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  lower,  and  the  .Still  Birth  and 
Infantile  Death  Rates  were  slightly  higher  than  the  corresponding 
rates  for  ail  England  and  Wales. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  appears  to  reflect  its  value  in  the 
Vital  Statistics  ; it  is  unfortunate  that  medical  science  has  so 
far  been  unable  to  discover  a similar  preventive  measure  for 
Tuberculosis,  which  is  certainly  not  declining. 

Mr.  Boocock,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  contineus  to  be  as 
willing,  diligent  and  conscientious  in  his  work  as  in  years  gone  by. 

Approximately  76%  of  all  children  under  15  years  of  age  arc 
calculated  to  have  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria  at  31/12/45. 

Grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Drs.  Crawford  and  Taylor,  School 
and  Welfare  Medical  Officers.  They  have  immunised  the  great 
majority  of  the  children,  and  their  keen  co-operation  in  this 
important  branch  of  preventive  medicine  is  of  great  value. 

Again  I wish  to  thank  you,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  and  also 
all  my  fellow  Officers  and  Council  Staff  for  the  consideration  and 
courtesy  received  in  the  course  of  my  duties  during  the  year.

T would  respectfully  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant  support,  and 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Clerk  to  the  Council,  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  help  and  co-operation  received  from  them. 

Water  Supply.
